An Kxplanatiim. 

The reason why snow at great eleva- 
tions does not melt, but remains perma- 
nent, is owing to the fuct that tho heat 
received from the sun is thrown tiff into 
the stellar space so rapidly by radiation 
and reflection, that the sun foils to raise 
the temik'raturc of the snow to the molt- 
ing iHiint, The snow evaporates, but it 
does not melt. The summits of the 
Himalayas, for instance, must receive 
more than ten times the amount of heat 
necessary to melt idl the snow that falls

At low elevations, wht«re the snow- 
fall is probably greater, and the amount 
of heat even h^ than at the summits, 
the snow melts and disappears. This 
we must attribute to the influence of 
aqueous vai»or. At high elevations the 
afr is dry, aud allows the heat radiated 
from tho snow to pass into apace ; but at 
low elevations a very considerable DON 
tion ot the heat radiated from the snow- 
is absorbtsl in passing tbrough the at- 
mosphere. A considerable |xirtion of 
the Deal thus absorbed by the viqsir is 
radiated back on the snow ; but the heat 
thus radiated, being of tho same quality 
as that which tho snow itself radiates, is 
on this accotiut absorbed by the snow. 

Little or name of it is reflected, like that 
received from the sun. The oonae* 
quonco is, that the heat thus absorbed 
accumulates in the snow till melting 
takes place. Were the nqueoiis \apor 
possessed by the at tin 'spin i e sultioieiitly 
diminished, perpetual snow would oover 
our globe down to the seashore. It is 
true that the air is warmer at the lower 
level than at the higher level, and bv 
cont.ii t with tho snow must t«n. 1 to melt 
B a»OM at the former than ut the hitter 
position. Hut we must remember that 
the air is warmer mainly in mwiiijlll n. e 
of the influence of aqueous vapor, and 
that were the quantity of vapor reduced 
to tho amount in question, the differ- 
ence of tenqicrature at the two poMtioTW 
would m-t lie great.

When a vegetable 
b e g faa i to wilt it i« no longer tbat vege- 
table, because a change of particles has 
taken platoe, ond in such proportiou it is 
jtrrrrataral — it is dead — and to cot it 
tends to .tenth. One of the most horri- 
ble forms of disease is caused by outing 
sausages which have been kept a long 
time; more common in (lermoiiy than 
elsewhere. Srurcelv anything saddens 
ns so much iu passing through some of 
the b . -streets and the more obscure av- 
enues as the sight of the long-kept meats 
and shriveled vegetables w hich ore sold 
to the unfortunate poor at the corner 
Dutch groceries. But the i>overty- 
strieken are not the only sufferers ; the

France can to-day 
claim the In-st. There ore many rea- 
sons for this tact. Homo attribute it to 
the agility aud acknowledged jxiwer of 
rapid physical a-tion possessed by tliis 
nation; others to their natural vivacity 
and natural nirubltnesK ; and still oth- 
ers to their almost romantic love for 
physical training. The French were 
made to lie g<xxl swordsmen. The na- 
tioual standard (about ttvo feet seven 
inches) is the height best calculated to 
contain all the elements of strength 
without superfluous weight. With them 
every regiment hail its fencing-school, 
and of so much importance was the 
proper teaching of this art considered 
that Louis XIV. granted letters-potent 
to a number of eminent teachers wl«> 
alone were i»ermitted to teach in Paris. 
When a vacancy occurred neither influ- 
ence nor favor " could suffice to obtain 
this privilege. The applicant was 
obliged to fence in public with six chosen 
teachers, and if by any of them he was 
beaten bv two more than a majority of 
hits he was rejected as unqualified to 
teach in the capital. Tin' most eminent 
European physicians have earnestly 
recommended fencing to nil men between 
the ages of 17 uud 40 vears. It is ap- 
parent that the attitudes aud exertions 
of fencing are conducive to tho most 
Hvmmetrical physical development. Sir 
Everard Home says of tbis bountiful 
art: "Of all the different modes in 
which the l>ody cuu l»e exercised, there 
is none in my judgment that is capable 
of giving strength and elasticity, as well 
as precis:. its, to the action of nil the vol- 
untary muscles of the body in an equal 
degree as the practice of fencing, and 
none more conducive to l>odily health."

Native Hanoi's. 
The most graceful A < of all Fijian 
dances was ono which represents the 
breaking of the waves on a coral-reef, m 
poetic idea, admirably rendered. Years 
ago I remember the delight with which 
we hailed an exquisite statuette in Sir 
Noel Paton's studio, representing the 
curling of a wave by a beautiful female 
figure, supposed to lie floating thorcon: 
but I never ilroained that we should find 
tho same idea so perfeotty carried out by 
a rnco we have been wont to think of 
only as ruthless savages. The idea to be 
conveyed is that of the tide gradually 
rising on tho reef, till nt length there 
remains only a littlo coral islo, round 
which the angry breakers rage, flinging 
their white foam on every side. At first 
tho dancers form in long lines and ap- 
proaeh silently, to represent the tpiiet 
advance of the" waves. After a while the 
lines break up into smaller companies, 
which advance w ith outspread bauds and 
bodies bent forward, U> represent tbe rip- 
pling wavelets, the tiniest waves lieing 
represented by children. Quicker aud 
quicker they come on, now advancing, 
now retreating, yet, like true waves, 
steadily progressing, and gradually 
closing on every side of the imaginary 
islet, round which they play or battle, 
after the manner of brokers, springing 
high in mid-air, and flinging their arms 
high aliove their heads, to represent tho 
action of spray. As they leap and toBS 
their heads, tho soft white mast, or 
native cloth (which for greater effect 
they wear as a turban, with long 
streamers, nnd also wind round tho, 
waist, whence it floats iu long scarf-like 
ends', trembles and flutters in the 
broeze. The whole effect is most artistic, 
and tho orchestria do their part in 
imitating tho roar of tho surf on the reef 
— a sound which to them has a never- 
ceasing lullabv from the hour of their 
birth. — M Home, in Fiji— Gordon 
Cumminr/. 



Graves at Culloden. 
Many will be interested to learn that 
the graves or trenches iu which the bod- 
ies of the unfortunate Highlanders 
were buried after the battle of Culloden 
are being cared for by the present pro- 
prietor of the estate of Culloden. Formerly 
the graves were distinguishable in the 
level green sward at the roadside only 
by the slightly-raised sod. But stones 
bearing the names of the clans have just 
been erected at tbe head of each trench. 
On one stone is inscribed the names of 
the clans "M'Gillivray, M'Lean and 
M'Lauchlan," and there are separate 
stones for "Clan Stuart of Appin," "Clan 
Cameron," and " Clan Mackintosh." 
Two graves are marked " Clans mixed." 
At the abortive "great cairn" a slab 
has been placed bearing the following 
inscription: "The battle of Cuilodeu 
was fought on this moor, lGth April, 
1746. The graves of the gallant High- 
landers who fought for Scotland and 
Prince Charlie are marked by the names 
of their clans." The interesting prebis-, 
tt r e remain* at C avo have also received 
some attention from the owner of the 
property. Some of the standing stones 
which h«<l fallen down have been Bet up; 
unfortunately, one or two have been 
mode to face in the reverse way from 
what they did originally. The place 
otherwise has been improved. In clear- 
ing «P t * ie ground round the largest 
lircle, paved, or rather cause- 
wavea, paths have been discovered lead- 
ing" fro™, base of the cairn in a 
etn»igb tnne to three of the outer standing 
stone*. Local archaeologists have also 
founds great number of cup mark- 
ings" on the stones in this locality. One 
stone discovered had cup marks upon 
gides — said to be a very unusual 
\h\D$-^*' dinour !J n Scotsman.

.tif-Vtev uncharitable, especially toward 
'■witnesses who testify against their cli- 
ents, i*? "~ * ' ' 

Though they have sworn " to tell the 
truth, the whohrtruth, and nothing but 
the truth," the rpimoiiigoounsel usually 
takes if for grunted that they will go 
near committing perjury as their fears 
will permit. V 

Doubtless,- there is much to be said in 
justification of the lawyers' course. 
They see much of the prevarication of 
witnesses, and many attempts to con- 
ceal one fact, or to exaggerate another. 
It is not strange, therefore, that they 
should doubt the truthfulness of any 
witness, when interested in a cause - 
and a majority of witnesses are partisans. 

Their skepticism is often made offen- 
sively proinim-uliu a cross-examination.

ness, to state the case lightly.
